a  SI  know  there  are  many  of  all  fedts  and  denomi- 
nations,  to  whom  God  has  given  the  light  of  his 
bleffed  Spirit  as  well  as  to  myfelf,  I  would  not  have  it 
underftood,  that  from  my  being  more  eminently  diftin- 
guifhed  and  more  conftantly  communicated  with  at 
prefent  than  any  of  them,  I  affume  the  lead:  pretence  of 
monopolizing  all  knowledge  of  the  Scripture  and  of 
the  prefent  times ;  far,  very  far  from  me  is  every  fuch 
proud  thought:  neither  do  I  arrogate  to  myfelf  the 
fmalleft  liberty  to  cenfure  any  one,  though  not  of  the 
preceding  defeription,  for  the  agreeable  exercife  of  at¬ 
tempting  to  unveil  the  divine  prophecies,  and  open 
their  facred  myfteries  to  human  admiration  when,  to 
prevent  the  erroneous  confecpaences  of  an  improper 
faith,  that  opinion,  however  ecclefiaftically  dignified  the 
writer,  which  at  mod:  is  but  an  opinion  of  their  mean- 
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ing,  is  fubjoined  as  the  only  influencing  principle  that 
refults  after  ferious  inveftigation. 

For  I  am  aware,  that  when  the  judgement  has  been 
enlarged,  and  fo  elevated  as  to  command  a  wide  range  of 
conjecture  on  divine  things,  which  by  clofe  applica¬ 
tion  to  ftudy  may  foon  be  attained,  it  is  capable,  with 
this  fuperficial  acquaintance  only,  to  advance  thought, 
the  common  operation  of  the  mind,  for  an  eftablifhed 
faCt,  and  the  moft  pofitive  affertions,  that  fuch  and  fuch 
an  exposition,  more  juftly  denominated  hypothefis,  is 
incontrovcrtibly  true  :  forgetting  the  neceflary  qualifi¬ 
cation  of  God’s  Spirit  to  diredl  the  enquiry,  to  approve 
the  refult,  and  to  publifh  it  in  his  name. 

On  which  account  I  fe-affert  from  my  books  of  Re¬ 
vealed  Knowledge,  that  as  it  was  by  the  Holy  Ghoft, 
through  man,  all  divine  prophecy  has  ever  been  wrote, 
by  the  fame  Holy  Ghoft,  through  man,  all  divine  pro¬ 
phecy  can  only  be  expounded  :  fuperficial  wifdom  may 
think  otherwife,  may  attempt  it,  and  be  amufed ;  but 
experience  will  demonstrate,  that  it  is  by  the  Spirit 
only  it  can  fucceed  and  be  gratified  :  the  former  is  of 
the  earth,  purchafed  by  the  hard  ftudy  of  man ;  but 
the  latter  is  from  heaven,  the  free  gift  of  GOD. 

Therefore,  being  inftruCted  by  revelation,  having 
the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  commanded  to  write,  I  proceed 
in  obedience  for  the  benefit  of  all  men  ;  at  the  fame 
time  earneftly  recommending  a  clofe  hut  candid  ex¬ 
amination  ;  and  as  earneftly  requefting  the  reader,  if 
Jie  fhould  be  convinced  that  I  am  right,  to  give  GOD 
the  praiie  for  enlightening  his  underftanding. 
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THE  UNITY  IN  THE  TRINITY; 

OR, 

THE  TRINITY  OF  THE  UNITY. 

1.  GOD  THE  FATHER,  who  is  the  Creator  of 
all  things,  is  acknowledged  and  prayed  to,  faying, 
“  Our  Father,  which  art  in  heaven  ;  hallowed  be  thy 
name  ;  thy  kingdom  come/’  &c. 

2.  GOD  THE  SON,  who  was  Chrift  manifefted 
for  human  falvation,  is  acknowledged,  and  is  therefore 
very  properly  called  Our  Saviour. 

o  GOD  THE  HOLY  GHOST  is  that  powerful 
Spirit  which  fpeaks  through  a  man  now,  the  fame  as 
it  fpoke  through  the  apoftles  on  the  day  of  pentecoft, 
and  afterwards,  through  them,  preached  the  gofpel  to  all 
nations ;  is  acknowledged,  and  is  therefore  alfo  very 
properly  called  the  “  Divine  Spirit  oi  IYuth. 

NOT  THREE  GODS,  BUT  ONE  GOD. 

This  is  the  public  confeifion  univerfally  fanflioned 
by  law  and  ufage  in  all  countries,  where  the  inhabi¬ 
tants,  though  divided  into  many  fecis,  profels  Chrifti- 
anity :  to  recover  it  from  the  difoi tiers  of  eiroi,  under 
which  it  now  lies  fhaded  by  miftaken  hands,  and  to 
define  its  true  meaning  fo  intelligibly  clear,  that  the 
wife  may  acknowledge  and  the  pooreft  in  learning  may 
cafily  comprehend  it,  is  the  purport  of  the  fubfequent 
expofition. 

But  how  GOD  THE  FATHER  could  have  been 

.1  - 

transformed  and  appear  vifibly  in  the  world  as  the 
Son  ;  the  Son  again  transformed  and  difappcar  from 
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the  world  invifibly  as  the  Holy  Ghoft,  is,  I  confefs,  fo 
abftrufe  a  myftery  to  elucidate  and  eftablifh,  as  to  re¬ 
quire  a  depth  of  underftanding  confiderably  beyond 
fuperficial,  to  accommodate  the  feeming  impoffibility 
of  its  having  been  really  fo,  with  my  affertion  that  it 
moft  certainly  was. 

Without  arraigning  the  intention  of  Athanafius,  for 
politically  attaching  the  penalty  of  everlafting  punifh- 
nient  on  all  that  did  not  concur  in  an  implicit  belief 
of  his  artificial  form  to  diredt  fucceeding  generations 
to  worfhip  by,  1  declare  his  knowledge  of  the  Supreme 
Being  and  of  divine  writ  did  not  reach  any  way  near 
to  the  criterion  of  St.  Paul’s,  who  wrote  according  to 
the  Spirit,  but  not  the  letter  :  under  this  great,  though 
infenfible,  defedt  of  comprehenfion  he  laboured,  when, 
like  many  others,  entirely  governed  by  the  letter  of 
Scripture,  and  bewildered  in  the  wide  field  of  fpecula- 
tive  reafoning  on  the  Trinity,  at  one  ftroke  of  unexam¬ 
pled  boldnefs  he  cleft  the  one  God  into  three  feparate 
perfons,  and  gave  his  name  to  a  creed,  that  for  fimili- 
tude  of  conftrudlion,  inefficiency  of  falvation,  and  now 
durability  of  time,  may  juftly  vie  with  the  famous 
Tower  of  Babel. 

The  TRINITY ;  about  which  the  learned  in  all 
nations  have  wrote  fo  many  volumes,  and  have  difput- 
ed  fo  much  to  no  purpofe,  that  their  fcholars,  as  a  proof 
of  it,  are  at  this  day  no  farther  advanced  in  the  philo- 
fophical  fcience  of  underftanding  this  very  wonderful 
myftery,  than  when  they  firft  began  almoft  feventeen 
hundred  years  ago  ;  is  conftituted  by  a  diftinftion  of 
names,  but  not  a  divifion  of  perfons  ! 
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Now  the  diftin£tions  are  thefe  : — fil'd — GOD  as  our 
Creator,  is  called  in  the  Trinity  by  the  name  of  Our. 
Father  :  fecondly — GOD  himfelf  manifeded  him- 
felf  as  Chrid,  chufing  to  come  vifibly  into  the  world, 
through  the  womb  of  a  virgin,  to  become  himfelf 
our  Saviour  ;  and  is  therefore  didinguilhed  in  the  i  ri- 
nity,  by  the  name  of  Son.  In  this  form,  he  appeared 
to  Abraham,  14 th  chapter  of  Genefis,  when,  to  con¬ 
ceal  the  great  lulfre  of  his  divinity,  he  aiiumed  the 
exadt  likenefs  of  a  man,  under  the  mysterious  cha¬ 
racter  of  Melchifedek  king  of  Salem. — This  is  like- 
wiie  corroborated  by  St.  Paul  in  the  leventh  chapter 
of  his  Epiftle  to  the  Hebrews,  and  of  whom  he  tef- 

tifies _ “  to  be  without  father,  without  mother,  and 

“  without  defcent ;  having  neither  beginning  of  days, 
“  nor  end  of  life.”  Thirdly— the  Divine  Spirit,  ftill 
the  Almighty  God  himlelf,  condefcends  to  teach  and 
refide  in  man ;  gives  his  inclination  a  preponderance 
to  all  good  works,  to  hear  his  word,  to  obey  his 
fcriptures,  and  faith  to  believe  they  originate  from 
him  ;  is  diftinguiihed  in  the  Trinity  of  names  as  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

This  being  the  age  or  rather  the  year  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  three  remarkable  prophecies  of  St.  John, 
Daniel,  and  Isaiah,  not  lefs  remarkable  for  being 
regularly  expreffed  in  the  twelfth  chapter  of  each, 
when  the  confequences  of  tranfgreffion  will  be  pro¬ 
claimed  by  terrible  figns  from  heaven,  to  warn  and 
prepare  the  Chriftians  now  for  the  approaching  king¬ 
dom  of  CHRIST,  like  the  Hebrews  of  old  for  the 
law ;  it  is  neceffary,  prior  to  that  time,  the  better  to 
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elucidate  the  fubjed:  I  am  treating  of,  to  mention 
fome  few  inftances  of  divine  appearance  under  human 
fimilitude :  for  when  I  am  revealed,  fo  far  from  any 
impropriety  of  doubt  being  advanced  to  oppofe  what 
I  now  write,  that  it  will  be  acknowledged,  though 
through  me,  to  have  flowed  immediately  from  God  ; 
and  as  fuch,  implicit  faith  given  to  it. 

In  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  Genefis,  which  ac¬ 
count  forms  a  part  of  the  facred  hiftory,  it  is  exprefs- 
ly  declared,  that  Abraham  one  day  about  noon 
was  vifited  by  three  angels,  who,  under  the  like- 
nefs  of  three  men,  apparently  and  without  the  lead: 
difguife,  freely  eat  of  his  meat  and  drank  of  his  milk. 
And  again,  in  the  fucceeding  chapter  it  is  likewife 
exprefsly  declared,  that  the  two  angels,  which,  by 
God  s  appointment  with  Abraham  the  day  before, 
came  to  call  down  fire  on  Sodom,  vifited  Lot  one 
evening  under  the  exaft  fimilitude  of  two  ftrange 
men  ;  for  he  calls  them  fuch  in  the  eighth  verfe  ; 
that  the  towns-people  imagined  them  to  be  men,  and 
not  lefs  flagrantly  wicked  than  themfelves,  is  evident 
from  the  record  of  Scripture,  and  the  dreadful  cata- 
flrophe  which  took  place  after  fun-rife  the  next  morn- 
in& 

In  the  20th  chapter  of  St.  John  it  is  mentioned, 
that  when  the  difciples  of  Chrift  were  aflembled  toge¬ 
ther  one  evening  in  one  room,  fitting  down  at  one 
table,  with  the  doors  all  fhiit,  he,  in  an  inftant,  ap¬ 
peared  among  them  in  the  very  fame  form,  body  and 
feeling  parts  as  ever.  And  again,  in  the  24th  chap¬ 
ter  of  St.  Luke  it  is  alfo  mentioned,  that  CHRIST,

in’. bis  ufual  fimilitude  of  perfon  and  manners  to  man, 

foon  after  his  refurre&ion  appeared  to  two  of  his  dif- 
ciples  travelling  on  the  road  to  Emmaus,  where 
when  they  arrived,  he  accompanied  them  to  a  houfe, 
took  bread,  bleffed  it,  broke  it,  gave  it  to  them,  and 

s 

inftantaneoufly  vanifhed  out  oi  their  light. 

As  angels,  though  in  appearance  human,  are  mod 
certainly  celeftial,  and  as  Christ,  though  he  fuffer  - 
ed  the  rieours  of  torture  under  the  form  of  and  like 
a  man,  could  become  vifible  and  invilible  as  he  pleaf- 
ed,  it  cannot,  I  think,  well  be  denied  this  Melchi- 
sedek  KING  of  Salem,  though  apparently  a  man 
compofed  of  flelh  and  blood,  was  not  the  Lord,  the 
living  God.  None,  I  hope,  that  admit  the  exiftence 
of  a  Deity,  or  the  veracity  of  St.  Paul.  For  the  Al¬ 
mighty,  who  has  created  all  things  by  his  power,  can 
Purely,  by  the  {Length  of  that  power,  alio  transform 
himfelf,  and  appear  at  any  time,  by  night  or  by  day, 
to  any  perfon,  in  the  form  of  any  man,  whether  old 
or  young  ;  he  can,  by  the  fame  mighty  power,  make 
his  angels  appear  both  diftinguilhably  plain  as  celef¬ 
tial  beings,  and  feelingly  vifible  in  form  and  colour 
like  earthly. 

St.  Paul,  in  recommending  the  benevolent  virtues 
of  charity,  fays,  “  For  fometimes  ye  may  entertain 
angels  unawares.’’ 

Had  Abraham  been  of  an  oppolite  difpolition  to 
hofpitality  and  good  nature,  fo  far  from  inviting  the 
three  angels  to  red,  eat  and  drink  in  his  tent, 
he  would  have  dreaded  their  approach  to  intend  a 
confumption  of  his  fubftance,  and  as  fuch,  have  beat 
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them  away  with  his  numerous  herdfmen  :  for  wh  ich 
violation  of  human  duty  he  would  have  loft  the  di¬ 
vine  promife  of  filling  the  world  at  laft  with  his  ae- 
ficendants.  Had  Lot  alfo,  the  nephew  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  patriarch,  been  any  other  than  a  charitable 
compafiionate  man,  fo  far  would  he  have  been  like- 
wife  from  inviting  the  two  meflengers  of  God  into 
his  houfe,  that  he  would  have  buffered  them  to  lie  in 
the  ftreet  all  night,  and  by  fo  doing  have  perifhed 
with  his  wife  and  daughters  in  the  flames  of  that 

wicked  city.

The  Exposition  continued. 

GOD,  in  the  Trinity,  is  worfhipped  as  the  FA¬ 
THER  :  God  was  feen  on  the  earth  as  the  Son  ;  and 
God  is  the  Spirit  felt  in  man,  as  the  Holy  Ghost. 

It  is  for  this  reafon,  and  no  other,  that  Christ,  when 
ftriftly  commanding  the  difciples,  in  the  28th  chapter 
of  St.  Matthew,  to  teach  all  nations  of  people  in  the 
knowledge  of  what  he  had  before  inftrudled  them, 
diftinguiihes  GOD  by  the  three  names  of  FATHER, 
SON  and  HOLY  GHOST  :  thefe  are  the  three  dif- 
tinftive  terms  applied  to  the  one  GOD,  whether 
vifible  or  invilible,  which  all  Chriftians,  to  be 
juftly  denominated  fuch,  ought  to  know,  and  by  the 
teftimony  of  the  Spirit  feelingly  confefs. 

For  there  is  but  one  God,  though  acknowledged 
by  three  different  ways ;  neither  is  there  but  that  one 
perfon,  though  called  by  three  different  names.  But 
when  the  clergy,  from  an  imprudent  warmth  of  zeal, 
more  than,  I  believe,  from  a  defign  of  introducing 
the  flood  of  fchifm  and  the  confequent  church  revo- 
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lutions  which  have  followed,  to  fupport  their  own. 
partial  opinions,  began  to  fplit  the  Chriftian  religion 
and  afterwards  divide  it  into  many  fe£ts,  this  primi¬ 
tive  meaning  of  the  Trinity  was  rejected  by  degrees* 
to  be  alfo  fplit  in  pieces. 

Though  God  is  denominated  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost,  he  is  but  one  great,  powerful  and 
univerfal  Spirit,  that  pervades  every  department  and 
corner  of  the  world  $  that  alfo  at  the  lame  mllant  of 
time  lhakes  the  elements  in  anger  with  his  thunder, 
and  mildly  communicates  knowledge  to  man  ;  wor- 
fhipped  as  the  Father,  feen  on  earth  as  the  Son 
for  our  redemption,  and  felt  in  all  ages  operating  as 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

So  then  God  is  not  three  gods,  but  one  God  ;  not 
three  fpirits,  feparate,  or  each  diftinftly  confined, 
but  one  Spirit,  intire  and  unbounded  :  he  is  not  three 
perfons,  for  then  he  mull  be  divided  into  three  un¬ 
equal  parts,  the  Son  inferior  to  the  Father,  and  the 
Holy  Ghoft  inferior  to  the  Son  :  but  he  is  one  undi¬ 
vided  God, diltinguilhed  only  by  three  feparate  names! 

This  is  indeed  a  true  definition  of  the  three  diftinc- 
tive  appellations  addrelfed  to  one  God  ;  not  generally 
underftood,  though  very  properly,  and  agreeable  to 
the  gofpel,  comprehended  under  the  word  Trinity  ; 
now,  and  not  until  now,  rendered  intelligible  to  even 
the  capacity  of  a  youth :  but  impoffible  to  define  it 
fo  judiciouily  plain  by  any  man,  however  great  his 
reputation  in  the  fciences  or  deep  learning  in  theory 
may  be,  that  has  not  the  W ondcrjul  Cowifelhr  to  di¬ 
rect  him,  Chrilt  the  divine  Spirit  that  firft  gave  it. 
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As  it  is  neceffary  to  prefs  into  the  bounds  of  my 
expofition  all  convenient  evidence  to  juftify  what  f 
write,  I  will  mention  the  folemn  charge  of  our  Lord 
to  his  Apoftles  in  the  28th  chapter  of  St.  Matthew 
.  and  1 9th  verfe,  which  is  as  follows, — “  Go  ye  there- 
“  fore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
“  name  of  tIle  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
“  Holy  Gh°st  J  teaching  them  to  obferve  all  things 
“  whatfoever  1  have  commanded  you  :  and  lo,  I  am 
“  with  you  always  even  to  the  end  of  the  world.” 

Who  is  this  that  promifes  to  remain  with  his  dif- 
dples,  and  of  courfe  through  them  with  all  his  fer- 
vants  to  the  end  of  the  world?  Christ,  as  a  fpirit, 
changed  only  in  name  to  that  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ! 
Who  was  Christ  before  and  after  he  did  appear  in 
the  world  ?  Undoubtedly  God,  as  he  fays  himfelf, 
who  is  the  Father  of  us  all.” 

There  being  mentioned  from  the  firft  chapter  of 
Gencfis'to  the  laft  of  Revelation  but  one  God,  who 
had  no  commencement  of  life,  nor  will  have  any  ter¬ 
mination  ot  it :  for  at  the  word  of  his  command  this 
vifible  world  and  light  appeared ;  with  the  fame 
word  of  power,  the  former  will  vanifh  and  the  latter 
imk  into  everlafting  darknefs :  which  one  God  was 
manifolded  openly  at  Jerufalem  for  the  laft  time,  un¬ 
der  the  name  of  Jefm,  feventeen  hundred  and  fixty- 

two  years  ag°  i  fr°m  this  appearance  for  the  falvation 
of  mankind,  and  tnree  diftindtive  names  being  ao- 
phed  to  him,  a  predominant  opinion  is  fancftioned  in 
ail  countries  profeffing  the  gofpel,  that  the  one  God 
L  divided  into  three  perfons  5  on  which  account,  to 
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demonftrate  beyond  all  probability  that  Christ  is 
God,  that  he  ever  was  and  ever  will  be  fo,  without 
reparation  of  parts  or  diftindtion  of  power,  (for  a  tri¬ 
nity  of  perfons  would,  in  contradiction  to  the  molt 
refined  cafuiftical  reafoning,  conftitute  a  trinity  of 
gods),  I  will  corroborate,  for  the  benefit  of  my  readers, 
what  I  have  advanced  in  the  preceding  part  of  this 
work  with  the  following  illuftrations,  fupported  by 
the  unqueltionable  veracity  of  divine  writ.

Who  now  will  deny  that  Chrifi:  vifibly  was  not 
God  the  Father,  when  clearly  demonftrated  by 
reafon  and  proof  ?  And  that  he  is  not  the  fame  at  this 
inftant,  as  when  fpeaking  by  St.  Paul  alternately 
under  the  diftinguifhable  names  of  God,  Holy  Ghofi: 
and  the  Spirit,  when  he  himfelf  fays  to  Philip,  in  the 
1 4th  chapter  and  9th  verfe  of  St.  John,  “  He  that 
hath  feen  me,  hath  feen  the  Father/ 1  And  again, 
in  the  fucceeding  17th  and  18th  verfes,  where  he 
fays,  “  Even  the  Spirit  of  Truth,  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive,  becaufe  it  fees  him  not,  neither  knows 
him  ;  but  ye  know  him,  for  he  dwells  with  you,  (al¬ 
luding  to  himfelf)  and  hall  be  in  you  ((lill  alluding  to 
himfelf) .  I  will  not  leave  you  comfortlefs,  I  will  come 
to  you.”  And  ftill  again,  St.  Paul  likewife  fays  in 
the  3d  chapter  and  17th  verfe  of  his  Second  Epiftle 
to  the  Corinthians,  “  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spirit.”

Surely  words  to  elucidate  fadir,  with  proofs  to  cor¬ 
roborate  it,  cannot  be  plainer ;  therefore  not  to  be¬ 
lieve  them,  is  evidently  to  oppofe  the  fight  of  the 
eye,  and  to  repel  the  convidtion  of  the  heart. 

All  men  that  have  Chrifl,  who  is  the  Divine  Spirit, 
are,  and  as  St.  Paul  likewife  fays  in  the  8th  chapter 
and  14th  verfe  of  his  Epiftle  to  the  Romans,  “  The 
fons  of  God }”  by  the  fame  example  every  woman  is 
a  daughter.  The  influence  of  this  blefled  Spirit  is 
known  by  its  good  effedts,  which  are  gentlenefs, 
love  and  charity. 

Reader,  whoever  you  are,  whether  male  or  female, 
of  whatever  rank  or  denomination,  have  yon  ever  felt 
in  your  heart  a  pleafing  lecret  applaufe  for  doing  good, 
01  a  fharp  keen  reproach  from  the  fame  place  for 
doing  evil  ?  If  you  have,  for  there  are  very  few  in 
exiftence  arrived  to  the  age  of  maturity  which  have 
not,  that  internal  monitor  is  indeed  Jefus  Chrift, 
the  friendly  Spirit  of  the  living  GOD. 

Solomon,  king  of  Ifrael,  whofe  wonderful  under- 
ftanding  embraced  a  comprehenfion  of  all  things  vi- 
fible  to  the  mind  and  apparent  to  the  eye,  could  not, 
with  all  his  fuperior  wifdom,  attain  to  a  moreperfedt 
knowledge  of  the  myftery  of  God  than  is  defined  in 
this  imall  work  :  the  prophets,  under  the  law,  tefti- 
fied  of  it  to  the  Jews,  and  the  apoftles,  under  the 
golpel,  preached  it  to  all  nations. 

Who  then,  fummoning  truth,  reafon  and  honour 
to  be  judges,  for  I  admit  all  men  are  not  fpjritual  to 
immediately  dilcern,  can  juflly  deny  that  this  expofi- 
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lion  of  the  Trinity,  though  fimple  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  words,  is  not  incontrovertibly  clear  in  the 
choice  of  proofs  3  though  externally  contracted  to 
the  eye,  is  not  internally  expanded  to  the  mind ;  and 
that  the  whole  does  not  evidently  breathe  more  than 
human  information,  enlightened  wifdorn  in  every

This  lafl  vifion  of  Daniel’s,  with  which  his  pro¬ 
phecy  is  concluded,  and  in  which  one  angel  anfwers 
the  other,  that  he  may  be  informed  to  write  down 
when,  in  the  latter  days,  the  long-promifed  Prince 
of  the  Jews  would  be  revealed  to  order  their  depar¬ 
ture  from  all  nations  in  a  time  of  trouble  and  great 
difire fs,  is,  according  to  the  record  of  the  10th 
chapter,  dated  in  the  third  year  of  Cyrus’s  reign, 
and  confequently  four  hundred  and  eighty  years  be¬ 
fore  the  birth  of  Chrift :  to  difcover  then  exactly  the 
year  of  our  2era,  when  this  aftonifhing  manifeflation 
of  divine  power  will  appear  for  the  collection  of  the 
Scattered  Idebrews,  termed  holy  people  for  being  the 
covenanted  favourites  of  heaven,  as  the  feventh  verfe 
of  this  chapter  exprefsly  afferts,  let  us  lubtraCt  480 
'  from  2275,  and  the  year  required  will  be  the  prefent 
of  179  c.  It  is  neceffary  to  obferve  that  the  year  to 
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f 

complete  the  number  of  2275  alluded  to  by  Daniel, 
reaches  a  little  beyond  the  prefent,  being,  according  to 
the  Hebrew  Computation*  on  the  24th  of  the  fir  ft 
month,  which  anfwers  to  our  1 2  th  of  April,  1796.  But 
this  fpecified  time  for  the  fall  of  many,  though  declared 
in  fo  folemn  a  manner  by  the  angel,  will  not  take  place 
even  then  ;  God  for  the  wife  purpofes  of  introducing 
the  awful  confequences  of  his  dreadful  judgments 
delays  its  termination  until  the  4th  of  June  next.—* 
My  duty  is  to  explain  the  prophecies  as  they  are  re¬ 
corded,  and  to  make  known,  when  God  commands 
me,  his  defign  of  protracting  or  advancing,  of  de¬ 
viating  in  the  leaft  from  the  original  time  of  their 
fulfilment.

This  ftatement,  though  mathematically  proved  and 
fufficient  to  convince  the  fpiritual,  for  certainly  it  is 
a  true  one  ;  yet,  as  all  men  are  not  fo,  and  as  there 
are  feme  which  will,  I  admit  not  unreafonably,  have 
their  doubts,  I  will  endeavour  to  remove  them  by 
the  production  of  a  more  ftriking  teftimony  to  cor^ 
roborate  what  I  thus  alone,  under  Revealed  Know- 
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ledge,  boldly  and  juftly  advance  ;  It  is  in  a  preceding 
vifion  of  the  8th  chapter,  where  two  thoufand  three

As  the  Jews  are  all  to  be  reftored  by  the  year  juft 
mentioned,  it  is  no  more  than  an  admifiion  agreeable 
to  found  reafon,  that  the  annunciation  of  their  recall 
to  divine  favour,  allowing  them  a  moderate  time  to 
arrange  their  affairs  and  return  from  the  different 

countries  of  the  world,  mu  ft  take  place  about  two 
years  before. 

-  ^ie  7i1a  verfe  of  the  twelfth  chapter  there  is  a 
imall  enor,  by  an  omiffion  of  one  word,  which 
makes  it  appear  contradictory  to  the  vifion  in  the 
eighth  chapter  :  the  omitted  word  I  allude  to  diould 
be  comprehended  in  the  fentence  that  terminates 
thus,  -  and  an  half/'  Now,  the  exaCt  form  of  words 
given  to  Daniel,  and  wrote  down  immediately  by  him 
was,  “  and  hair  an  hall.”  The  word  half  was  omit- 
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ted  by  miftake  in  tranfcribing  from  the  original  ma- 
nufcript,  and  by  it  makes  the  material  difference, 
in  computation  only,  without  injuring  any  other  way 
the  appointed  time  and  fulfilment  of  the  prophecy,  of 
one  hundred  and  feventy-five  years.  This  knowledge, 
I  confefs,  was  communicated  to  me  by  revelation  from 
God,  in  the  very  fame  manner  as  Daniel  himfelf  re¬ 
ceived  it  from  the  angel  :  and  how  elfe,  it  may  very 
naturally  be  afked  by  every  man  of  fenfe,  can  this  in¬ 
formation  be  acquired,  when  a  moft  effential  word  is 
omitted  to  complete  the  fentence  in  print,  and  when 
the  angel  in  pofitive  terms  denies  the  explanation  as 
unneceffary  to  be  told  then,  to  even  one  of  the  mod: 
eminently  beloved  prophets  that  ever  was  ?  faying  to 
him,  “  Go  thy  way,  Daniel ;  for  the  words  are  clofed 
and  fealed  up,  till  the  time  of  the  end.” 

A  denial  more  immediate  to  ftifle  curiofity  and  pro¬ 
hibit  inquiry  is  no  where  to  be  found  in  the  numerous 
prophecies  of  the  Old  Teftament ;  words  wrote  in 
englifh  [certainly  cannot  be  plainer,  nor  rendered  by 
art  more  eafy  to  be  underflood  :  for  which,  all  the 
attempts  of  men,  aided  by  the  power  of  learning  and 
approved  diflinftions  in  theology,  that  have  been  made 
to  open  this  fpiritual  feal  and  difcover  the  inclofed 
my  fiery,  until  the  prefent  fpecified  time  was  arrived, 
have  been  utterly  ineffectual,  and  proves  to  an  unde¬ 
niable  faff,  that  although  volumes  have  been  wrote 
on  the  fubject  of  its  elucidation,  they  that  wrote  them 
were  neither  called  through  vifions,  nor  inflrudted  by 
the  Holy  Ghoft ;  but  they  were  all  evidently  milled 
by  thriving  to  open,  before  the  fixed  time  of  2275 


years  was  expired,  what  God  by  his  angel  declared 
fhould  be  kept  fhut.  Read  again  the  9th  verfe. 

Therefore,  in  the  fame  manner  as  this  fealed  vilion 
was  delivered  to  Daniel,  to  be  kept  a  profound  fccret 
from  the  third  year  of  Cyrus  to  the  prefent  of  our 
Lord,  though  defcriptively  recorded  as  a  part  of  the 
Bible  to  be  read  by  every  body  ;  in  the  fame  manner 
alfo  by  Revelation,  a  knowledge  of  its  true  meaning 
muft  in  the  end,  at  the  promifed  time,  be  communi¬ 
cated  to  feme  other  1  but  until  then,  I  repeat  it  from 
the  words  of  the  angel  in  the  ninth  verfe,  human  ef¬ 
forts  without  divine  aid  will  prove  vain  and  ufelefs. 

That  fome  few  words  have  been  mifplaced,  and 
others  omitted  through  inattention,  when  copying  the 
facred  writings  from  their  original  form,  is  evident  to 
every  man  that  has  been  at  the  pains  to  lerioufly  read 
and  compare  one  part  of  them  v/ith  another  ;  but  as 
I  fo  authoritatively  point  out  what  no  man  elfe  at  pre¬ 
fent  is  taught  to  do,  it  is  no  more  than  reafonable  to 
mention  for  the  readers’  inveftigation,  that  the  former 
proof  may  be  Hill  more  iiiuftrated  by  the  corroborative 
evidence  of  the  latter,  an  error  undeniably  clearer  to 
human  calculation  and  belief  than  the  one  I  have  no¬ 
ticed  already  :  it  is  in  the  ill  chapter  of  Ezekiel, 
where  the  word  thirtieth ,  in  his  chronological  account 
of  his  own  captivity,  is  fubftituted  for  thirteenth  y 
more  remarkable  for  its  introduction  in  the  firft  verfe, 
and  that  through  inattention  alfo  in  the  hurry  of 
tranferibing  from  the  original,  than  the  omiliion  of 
the  former  was  by  the  fame  means  in  the  12th  chapter

Proved  incontrovertibly  that  the  word  fhould  have 
been  printed  thirteenth ,  inftead  of  what  it  now 
is  in  the  Englifh  Bible,  thirtieth  ~  -  13 

Ezekiel  throughout  his  prophecy,  after  the  firft 
verfe  of  the  firft  chapter,  dates  the  different  parts  of  it 
regularly  from  the  firft  year  of  Jehoiachin’s  captivity. 
The  Jewifh  government  being  monarchical,  it  is  but 
juft  to  fuppofe,  without  even  the  more  fare  aid  of 
divine  information,  that  when  the  king  was  removed, 
to  and  from  whom  the  lineage  of  David  is  reckoned, 
and  the  kingdom  made  a  tributary  province  to  Baby¬ 
lon,  but  that  the  decreed  captivity  of  feventy  years 
immediately  commenced  :  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  to 
whom  Daniel  refers  in  his  ninth  chapter,  underftood  fo 
like  wife,  by  exprefling  it  in  his  confolatory  letter  to  the 
poor  captives  of  every  denomination  that  were  carried 
away  with  the  king,  chap.  xxix.  ver.  2.  10  :  but  com¬ 
mentators,  as  if  to  exhibit  onpurpofe  to  after  ages  that 
they  were  mifguided,  unfpiritual  and  erroneous,  have 
aflerted,  feme  that  the  feventy  years  captivity  began 
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in  the  third  year  of  Jehoiakim’s  reign,  when  Jerufa- 
lem  was  firft  taken  by  Nebuchadnezzar,  and  Daniel 
carried  to  Babylon j  others  again  oppofe  them,  by  ad¬ 
vancing  the  plaufible  reafon,  that  as  the  capital,  the 
neaa  0,  every  nation,  was  left  whole  and  the  temple 
Handing,  it  could  not  poffibly  take  place  then  ;  but 
that  when  the  temple  was  burnt,  the  walls  thrown 
down  and  the  city  levelled  with  the  ground,  it  moil 
unqueftionably  did:  both  parties,  however,  notwith¬ 
standing  their  volumes  and  arguments,  are,  by  an 
evident  demonftration  of  fads,  miftaken ;  this  I  ab- 
foluteiy  afiert,  not  only  from  a  fource  of  knowledge 
above  human,  but  I  declare,  if  the  liberal  minded 
will  but  conrefs,  agreeable  to  the  fight  of  the  eye  and 
convidion  of  the  heart,  it  is  alfo  fully  proved  by  a 
regular  procefs  of  figures  in  the  narrow  fpace  of  this 
paper  ;  yes,  I  re-affer.t  it,  even  to  the  eomprehenfion 
of  a  youth  that  has  juft  pafted  through  his  firft  aca¬ 
demic  degrees  of  arithmetic. 


Having  lately  publifhed  two  books  of  Revealed 
Knowledge,  by  the  direction  of  that  Almighty  Crea¬ 
tor  who  made  the  world  in  wifdom,  and  orders  the 


accomplifhment  of  all  things  in  it  with  juftice,  in  both 
of  which  I  have  laid,  that  fome  families,  though 
very  long  refidents  on  this  far  northern  part  of  the 
globe,  were  members  or  the  twelve  tribes  of  Ifrael  * 
but  to  regulate  the  judgement  by  apparent  circum- 
ftances,  which  are  always  the  moft  powerful  confi- 
derations  to  bias  the  human  mind,  I  am  certainly 
iialue  to  be  contradided,  not  only  on  account  of  my 
own  immediate  confinement  by  their  fandion,  bu  t 
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alfo  by  their  having  loft  all  remembrance,  either  by 
tradition  or  genealogical  manufcript,  of  fuch  a  diftinc- 
tive  origin  ;  and  again,  becaufe  they  are  different  in 
drefs,  manners  and  religious  ceremonies  from  the 
vifible  Jews ;  it  is  therefore  proper,  as  the  fource  of 
my  information  is  not  believed  to  be  from  God,  that  I 
illuftrate  my  obedience  to  his  commands,  by  demon- 
ftrating,  at  leaft  to  an  appearance  of  uncontradi&ory 
truth,  until  I  am  revealed  to  do  away  all  doubt,  that 
there  are  many  families  of  Hebrew  extraction  in  this 
kingdom,  as  well  as  in  different  parts  of  Europe. 

As  my  inveftigation  does  not  attempt  more  than  to 
elucidate  what  I  have  afferted,  and  eftablifh  it  under 
the  free  admiffion  of  probability,  I  will  confine  it  to 
the  compaCt  bounds  of  the  following  fimple  queftions. 

What  became  of  all  the  Ifraelites  that  were  either 
carried  into  captivity  at  different  times  by  the  Affy- 
rians,  or,  invited  by  the  hopes  of  gain,  travelled  into 
foreign  countries  to  communicate  a  knowledge  of  the 
arts  and  fciences,  which  they,  as  a  regular  and  civi¬ 
lized  people,  were  undoubtedly,  to  a  degree  of  refine¬ 
ment,  better  acquainted  with  than  any  other  ?  It  can¬ 
not  be  fuppofed  for  a  moment,  that  the  conquerors, 
though  haughty,  wantonly  put  to  death  their  fuh- 
miffive  captives,  nor  that  the  barbarians,  though 
fierce,  repelled  the  induftrious  who  came  for  their  in- 
ftruftion ;  but  it  is  reafonably  to  be  admitted,  whether 
captives  or  travellers,  that  for  their  fuperior  under- 
ftanding  in  tillage,  mechanifm  and  literature,  they 
obtained  favour,  fettlements,  wealth,  and  confequently 
power :  from  them,  after  captivities  and  travels. 
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have  proceeded  kings,  princes,  men  of  fcience  and 
fenators,  fome  of  whom,  at  this  day,  as  an  infallible 
proof  foon  to  be  verified,  are  the  molt  eminently  dif- 
tinguifhed  characters  in  the  world. 

What  became  of  the  great  multitude  alfo  that 
Chrift  and  his  apoftles  converted  to  chriftianity  ;  for 
they  were  certainly  Jews,  and  the  people  that  are  now 
remembered  under  the  diftm&ion  of  primitive  chrif- 
tians  ?  From  the  many  perfections  that  took  place 
foon  after  the  preaching  of  the  gofpel  became  general 
in  the  land  of  Judah,  fome  travelled  into  the  more 
peaceable  countries  of  Greece,  Italy,  Spain,  and  even 
farther  northward,  to  pafs  their  time  more  tranquilly, 
and  enjoy  that  freedom  of  worfhip,  which  they  were 
denied  in  their  own ;  others  went  into  Aftyria,  Egypt, 
and  the  north-weftern  parts  of  Africa ;  but  the  greater 
number,  rather  than  leave  the  city  of  their  forefa¬ 
thers,  where  the  favourite  temple  of  worfhip  flood, 
though  warned  by  divine  judgement  in  the  24th  chap¬ 
ter  of  St,  Matthew,  remained  to  fee  it  deftroyed,  and 
themfelves  led  in  chains  to  Rome,  where  they  were 
fold,  and  afterwards  difperfed  by  their  new  matters 
throughout  the  different  nations  of  Europe. 

Where  are  the  numerous  children  of  the  former, 
but  more  particularly  of  the  latter  people  of  this  day, 
who,  by  their  fathers  receiving  Chrift  and  acknow¬ 
ledging  his  falvation,  have  inherited  the  conftant 
though  invifible  covenant  of  life  ?  Undoubtedly  they 
are  concealed  among  the  gentiles,  and  are  apparently 
as  fuch  ;  fome  of  whom  are  now,  multitudes  will  be 
foon  recognized  to  be  of  Hebrew  extraction,  that 
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(they  and  their  aildren  may  live  for  ever ;  that  they 
(may  receive  the  Lord's  manifefted  blefiing  and  full- 


mefs  of  promife,  as  recorded  by  the  prophets. 

Agreeable  to  the  queftions  I  have  advanced,  and 
the  definitions  I  have  given  of  them,  I  truft  the  libe¬ 
ral  and  candid  will  allow  that  there  are,  not  only  ma¬ 
ny  families  of  Hebrew  origin  in  this  country,  but 
that  there  is  a  ftrong  probability  of  thofe  few  I  have 
mentioned  to  be  adtually  fo.  One  gentleman,  and  but 
the  one  I  found ;  (why  fhould  I,  poflefling  the  fupe- 
rior  knowledge  of  futuritv  that  I  do,  conceal  his 
name,  when  he  is  to  be  ultimately  honoured  by  hav¬ 
ing  it  known?)  it  is  a  Mr,  Pit t,  who,  with  all  that 


civility  and  candour  ever  attendant  on  probity  and 
good  fenfe,  confefled  that  on  his  minutely  examining 
the  feature  of  thofe  I  mentioned,  a  firm  belief  per- 
fuaded  him  to  think  they  were  really  of  the  Hebrews. 

I  will  advance  one  queftion  more,  and  then  con¬ 
clude.  Is  it  lefs  honourable  at  this  day,  when  the 
judgement  is  more  perfect  by  the  inftrudtive  expe¬ 
rience  of  part  generations,  to  acknowledge  a  defcent 
from  Abraham  the  faithful,  than  from  the  itinerant 
Egyptians  of  Ham,  or  the  favage  tribes  of  Japheth  ? 
That  the  firft  is  not  the  leaft  honourable,  when  evim 
ced  by  the  diredt  word  of  God,  and  proved  by  his  fa- 
cred  records  handed  do wn  through  many  ages,  will, 
I  believe,  be  allowed  by  every  chriftian  :  I  do  not 
infer,  by  making  this  diftindtion,  to  refledt  in  the 
leaft  on  the  other  two ;  for  every  man  that  fpeaks 
truth  from  his  heart,  and  honours  God  in  the  juftice 
of  his  adlions,  is  my  brother ;  but  it  is  to  wipe  away 
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that  conception  of  reproach,  which °is  uncharitably 
attached  to  the  once — and  will  be  again,  particular 
favourites  of  heaven. 

Genefis,  chap,  the  12th.  lit  verfe,  &c.  “  Now  the 
Lord  had  faid  to  Abram,  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country, 
and  from  thy  kindred,  and  from  thy  father’s  houfe,  unto 
a  land  that  I  will  fhew  thee.  And  I  will  make  of  thee 
a  gre.it  nation,  and  I  will  blefs'  thee,  and  make  thy 
name  great ;  and  thou  ihalt  be  a  bleffing.  And  I  will 
blefs  them  that  blefs  thee,  and  curfe  him  that  curfeth 

thee :  and  in  thee  fhall  all  families  of  the  earth  be 
bleffed.” 

Chapter  15th,  5th  verfe.  «  And  he,  (the  Lord), 
brought  him  forth  abroad,  and  faid.  Look  now  to¬ 
wards  heaven,  and  tell  the  ftars,  if  thou  he  able  to 
number  them  5  and  he  faid  to  him,  fo  fhall  thy  feed 
be.  And  he  believed  in  the  Lord  :  and  he  counted  it 
to  him  for  righteoufnefs.  13th  verfe.  And  he  faid 
unto  Abram,  know  of  a  furety  that  thy  feed  fhall  be 
a  Granger  in  a  land  that  is  not  theirs,  and  fhall  ferve 
them,  and  they  fhall  afflidl  them  jour  hundred  years 
(meaning  the  Egyptian  bondage.)  And  alfo  that  na¬ 
tion  whom  they  fhall  ferve,  will  I  j  udge  :  and  after¬ 
wards  they  fhall  come  out  with  great  fubftance.  16th 
verfe.  But  in  the  fourth  generation  they  fhall  come 

hither  again:  for  the  iniquity  of  the  Amorites  is  not 
yet  full.” 

_  Chapter  17th,  3d  verfe.  “  And  Abram  fell  on  his 
face:  and  God  talked  with  him,  faying,  as  for  me,  behold 
my  covenant  is  with  thee  ;  and  thou  ihalt  be  a  father 
of  many  nations.  6th  verfe.  And  I  will  make  thee

exceeding  fruitful,  and  I  will  make  nations  of  thee? 
and  kings  (hall  come  out  of  thee.  And  I  will  efta- 
blifh  my  covenant  between  me  and  thee,  and  thy  feed 
after  thee  in  their  generations ,  for  an  everlafting  cove¬ 
nant;  to  be  a  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  feed  after  thee/1 

Chapter  22d,  15th  ver.  &c.  “  And  the  Angel  of  the 
Lord  called  unto  Abraham  out  of  heaven  the  fecond 
time,  and  faid,  By  myfelf  have  I  fworn,  faith  the 
Lord,  for  becaufe  thou  hail  done  this  thing,  and  haft 
not  withheld  thy  fon,  thine  only  fon  :  that  in  bleffing 
I  will  blefs  thee,  and  in  multiplying  I  will  multiply 
thy  feed,  as  the  Bars  of  heaven,  and  as  the  fand  which 
is  upon  the  fea-ftiore ;  and  thy  feed  (hall  poflefs  the 
gate  of  his  enemies/' 

Exodus,  chap.  19th,  3d  ver.  &c.  “  AndMofes  went 
up  unto  God,  and  the  Lord  called  to  him  out  of  the 
mountain,  faying.  Thus  fhalt  thou  fay  to  theHoufe  of 
Jacob,  and  tell  the  children  of  Ifrael;  ye  have  feen  what 
I  did  to  the  Egyptians,  and  how  I  bare  you  on  eagle's 
wings,  and  brought  you  to  myfelf.  Now,  therefore,  if 
ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my  covenant, 
then  ye  fhall  be  a  peculiar  treafure  unto  me  above 
all  people  :  for  all  the  earth  is  mine.  And  ye  fhall 
be  to  me  a  kingdom  of  priefts  and  a  holy  nation/' 

Deuteronomy,  chap.  14th  1  ft  ver.  “  Ye  are  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Lord  your  God:  ye  fhall  not  cutyourfelves, 
nor  make  any  baldnefs  between  your  eyes  for  the  dead. 
For  thou  art  an  holy  people  unto  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  the  Lord  hath  chofen  thee  to  be  a  peculiar  people 
unto  himfelf,  above  all  the  nations  that  are  upon  the 
earth/* 
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Romans,  chap.  nth.  ver.  16.  For  if  the  firfl  fruit  be 
holy,  the  lump  is  alfo  holy  :  and  if  the  root  be  holy, 
fo  are  the  branches.  28.  As  concerning  the  gofpel, 
they  are  enemies  for  your  fake  :  but  as  touching  the 
election,  they  are  beloved  for  their  fathers  fakes  f 

For  me  to  deny  the  truth  of  what  is  here  averted, 
and  other  things  equally  well  authenticated  by  the 
Scripture,  becaufe  I  am  a  prifoner  fuhjedted  to  infult, 
and  becaufe  an  empowered,  prejudiced,  uncivil,  mif- 
taken  phyfician  cannot  believe  or  comprehend  them, 
would  amount  to  a  crime,  in  the  fight  of  every  honeft 
man,  no  lefs  flagrant  than  that  of  denying  my  Sa¬ 
viour,  religion  and  revelation ;  I  can  no  more  do  it, 
although  it  is  the  fiipuiated  price  to  remove  imputed 
lunacy  and  fet  me  free,  than  a  heathen,  who,  though 
ignorant  of  the  divine  Being,  is  in  every  other  refpedt 
very  fenfible,  can  deny  that  the  fun  fhines  in  the  firma¬ 
ment,  that  woman  his  only  ornament  is  beautiful,  or 
that  he  himfelf  walks  eredt. 

In  this  year  of  our  Lord  Chrift  1795,  according 
to  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Daniel,  will  be  revealed  the 
long-recorded  defcendant  of  David  king  of  Ifrael, 
who,  from  the  great  power  he  will  receive  from  Al¬ 
mighty  God,  will  perform  fuch  adts  of  grace  as  will 
be  no  lefs  the  aftonifhment  than  admiration  of  the 
world ;  read  the  72nd  Pfalm  and  8th  verfe  ;  it  is 
this  man  that  is  alluded  to,  and  not  Solomon,  as  er¬ 
roneous  commentators  have  afferted  in  their  prefa¬ 
tory  note  at  the  head  of  the  pfalm,  whofe  dominion 
was  circumfcribed  to  the  narrow  boundaries  of  his  fa¬ 
ther’s  conquefts ;  he  will  be  the  greateft  character,  as 
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a  man,  that  ever  was,  or  will  be,  on  earth  :  and  in 
this  very  remarkable  year  alfo,  according  to  the  12  th 
chapter  of  Daniel,  the  vifible  Hebrew  fubje&ion  to 
foreign  power  terminates  for  ever.  Read  the  affigned 
reafon  in  the  19th  page,  it  being  applicable  to  this 
'alfo.

The  choice  of  writing  as  I  have,  and  ftill  under  the 
elevated  chara&er  that  I  do,  which  before  long,  the 
completion  of  the  three  years  and  a  half  mentioned  in 
my  fecond  book  of  Revealed  Knowledge,  will 
be  realized  to  the  great  joy  of  the  poor  Hebrews,  though 
of  alarm  to  an  aftonifhed  world,  is  God’s,  but  truly 
not  mine.  When  firft  he  commanded  me,  I  pleaded 
a  reafon  of  exemption  on  profeflional  account,  and, 
like  Mofes  in  the  4th  chapter  of  Exodus,  begged 
earneftly  to  decline  the  favour  of  governing  in  his 
fervice.  No  excufe  would  be  admitted,  he  compelled; 
I  muft  now  go  through,  or  die  :  with  the  fame  eafe 
of  power  he  can  compel  the  duty  of  obedience  from 
a  numerous  congregation,  or  the  individual  minifter 
that  preaches  to  it.  1  he  fate  of  Jonah  is  an  ample 
teftimony  that  God  has  wifdom  to  circumvent  the 
cunning,  and  power  to  punifh  the  difobedient. 

Under  fuch  circumftances  of  divine  compulfion. 
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hard  is  my  condition  at  prefent :  forced  by  thee,  O 
Lord,  to  warn  the  world  of  thy  approaching  king¬ 
dom,  but  without  effedt ;  to  write  in  thy  name,  for 
which  I  am  ufed  ill,  without  power  to  repel  or  thy 
protection  to  defend  ! 

Our  Lord  Christ,  though  called  by  Ifaiah  the 
Wonderful  Counfellor,  was  called  by  the  Jews  a 
madman  ;  and  in  confequence  of  that  belief  confined 
and  put  to  death.  The  prophets  were  frequently  called 
liars,  and  the  apoftles  as  frequently  called  fools ;  each 
in  their  turn  fuffered,  becaufe  an  ignorant  world 
had  not  knowledge  to  properly  comprehend  what 
they  faid.  The  Jews,  who  were  the  firft  in  favour 
with  God,  are,  with  their  once  fplendid  capital,  re¬ 
maining  ligns  of  divine  punifhment  for  ingratitude. 
Therefore,  all  you  that  read  my  books,  beware  of 
blafphemy,  it  is  the  fin  of  death  :  for  although  God 
is  long-fuffering,  he  looks  with  a  jealous  angry  eye 
on  my  ill  ufage,  and  when  he  does  begin  he  will 
foon  make  an  end. 

In  the  latter  end  of  November,  1792,  I  left  Lon¬ 
don  one  morning  at  eight  o'clock  with  an  inten¬ 
tion  to  go  to  Briftol,  and  from  thence  leave  England 
for  ever  ;  with  a  firm  refolution  alio  never  to  have 
any  thing  to  do  with  prophecying,  or  the  character  of 
reftoring  the  Hebrews  to  Jerufalem,  which  'God  had 
ordered  me  to  fay  I  fhould  fulfil.  I  carried  in  my 
hand  the  rod,  that,  by  his  command,  I  had  cut  fome 
months  before  ;  when  I  had  travelled  about  fixteen 
miles,  I  threw  it  from  me  with  anger  among  fome 
rufhes  and  water  which  appeared  at  a  fmall  diftance. 
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not  attending  in  the  Icaft  to  its  eXadt  dirediion  or 
the  fpot  it  fell  on,  wifhing  at  the  lame  time,  that, 
without  prejudice  to  my  eyefight,  I  might  never  be-* 
hoid  it  again.  When  gone  to  about  twenty  five  or 
fix  miles  from  town,  on  a  fudden,  God  by  his  pow- 
er  flopped  the  adtion  of  every  joint  and  limb,  and 
turned  me  feelingly  round  with  more  eafe  than  a 
ftrong  man  would  a  young  child ;  commanding  me, 
at  the  fame  inftant,  to  return  and  wait  his  proper 
time*  On  my  way  to  town,  as  I  came  oppofite  to 
the  rufhes,  without  thinking  of  the  rod,  nor  indeed 
did  it  ever  once  occur  to  me  during  the  abfent  inter¬ 
val  of  five  hours,  I  was  forcibly  led  into  them  by 
the  fame  feeling  Omnipotent  Spirit  that  turned  me 
on  the  road,  to  the  exadfc  fpot,  and  made  take  it  up* 
I  then  continued  my  way  for  town,  where  I  arrived 
at  a  little  more  than  half  pafi;  ten,  fomewhat  fa¬ 
tigued,  I  own  ;  but  not  fo  much  as  might  reafonably 
be  expedted,  confidering  I  had  walked  from  and  back 
to  Hyde-park  corner  above  fifty  miles ;  and  during 
the  whole  time  had  eaten  but  one  penny-worth  of 
bread,  and  drank  but  one  pint  of  fmall  beer. 

My  publications  in  1794,  and  my  confinement  in 
1795,  are  well  known  to  every  body  ;  the  event  will 
prove,  to  a  demonftration,  that  I  am  the  recorded 
mefienger  of  the  living  God.  It  is  an  eafy  talk  to 
write  for  an  immediate  hire,  or  the  mofl  diftant  ob- 
j  edt  of  political  preferment,  to  abufe  any  man  ;  but 
where  are  the  books  wrote  through  the  Spirit  of  God, 
like  the  Bible,  in  oppofition  to  mine  ?  They  ftand, 
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and  can  never  fall ;  God  is  their  author,  and  man 
cannot  refute  them.  I  may  be  perfecuted,  but  God 
will  raife  up  frefh  witneffes ;  I  may  be  confined,  but 
he  will  take  care  that  his  judgements  {hall  not. — 
Therefore  be  warned,  O  England  !  for  the  decreed 
proclamation  is  to  be  iffued,  the  Armageddon  allud¬ 
ed  to  in  my  fecond  book  is  to  be  filled,  and  God 
himfelf  from  heaven,  in  his  appointed  feafon,  gives 
the  mighty  blow.  His  words,  in  the  fixteenth  chap¬ 
ter  of  the  Revelation,  are,  Isehold  i  come  as  a  thief. 
Which  means,  that  when  his  Judgement  approaches 
to  deftroy,  it  will  be  like  a  tmef  to  fleas,  at  an  iiour 
when  leaft  expedited. 


-  The  Prophecies  of  Jeremiah,  with  his  admoni¬ 
tion  to  the  Jews  and  the  treatment  he  received  from 
them,  bear  fo  intimate  a  refemblanee  to  my  own, 
that  the  Lord  God,  whofe  fervant  I  am,  commands 
me  to  refer  all  people  of  the  prefent  day  to  his  pro- 
mifes  then,  and  be  warned  by  them  ;  for  he  is  capa¬ 
ble  when  provoked,  when  his  divine  Spirit  is  blaf- 
phemed,  or  his  mefiengers  treated  ill,  to  break  the  moil 
folemn  promife,  and  reverie  tne  good  ne  intended. 

Chap.  i.  ver.  17.  “  Thou  therefore  gird  sip  thy  loins, 
“  and  arife,  and  fpeak  to  them  all  that  I  command 
“  thee  :  be  not  difmaVed  at  their  faces,  left  i  con-

What  would  an  idolater  fay  of  this  teftimony  on 
record  from  God,  when  lie  law  in  the  6th  verfe  of 
the  38th  chapter  that  the  Jewifti  government  fo  far 
from  believing  Jeremiah  to  be  a  prophet,  arrefted 
him  as  a  traitor,  on  a  pretended  charge  of  falling 
away  to  the  Chaldeans,  prevailed  againft  him  in  every 
refpeft,  though  fan&ified  from  the  womb,  and  im- 
prifoned  him  in  a  filthy  dungeon,  where  he  funk 
almoft  down  to  the  arms  in  mire  ? 


Would  he  not  very  naturally  have  exclaimed  in 
contempt  of  divine  power.  Where  is  the  defenced  city 
now  ?  Where  are  the  iron  pillar  and  the  brazen  walls  ? 
Would  he  not  have  gone  farther,  and  faid,  The  God 
of  Ifrael  is  regardlefs  of  his  promife,  he  is  not  able  to 
fave  his  meffenger  ?  Or  like  the  Jews  themfelves,  who 
faid  to  him- in  the  43d  chapter,  "  Tboufpeakeji  falfely  V* 
Certainly  an  idolater  might  fay  fo,  from  the  writ¬ 
ten  evidence  of  the  feripture  ;  and  yet  no  man  at  this 
day  profeffing  chriftianity  doubts  in  the  leaft,  for 
really  he  need  net,  that  Jeremiah  was  a  beloved  pro¬ 
phet,  and  a  great  one  alfo  :  but  notwithftanding,  it 
cannot  be  denied,  that  in  the  prophecy  of  this  worthy 
man,  who  was  entirely  guided  by  the  Almighty,  there 
are  not  fome  apparent  irreconcileable  objections  by 
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the  38th  chapter  palpably  contradicting  the  three  laft 
verfes  of  the  firft  :  There  are  undoubtedly,  I  ac¬ 
knowledge  it  for  one  5  and  yet  every  word  he  fpoke, 
either  to  his  own  people  or  to  foreigners,  whether 
by  Revelation  or  the  Holy  Ghoft,  proceeded  imme¬ 
diately  from  God  himfelf. 

The  reafon  is,  God  who  has  the  direction  and  ful¬ 
filment  of  all  events  at  his  fovereign  will,  thought 
proper  by  Jeremiah  then,  as  he  does  now  by  me,  to 
break  his  promife,  and  feemingly  to  draw  back  his 
powerful  arm  for  a  little  time,  that  he  may  be  jufti-

fied  to  all  future  ages  in  pouring  out  his  judgments  on 
a  people  that  reviled  his  Spirit  as  falfe,  and  imprifon- 
ed  his  prophet  as  a  liar. 

Therefore  the  violation  of  promife  on  the  part  of 
God,  to  introduce  the  more  imperceptibly  the  confe- 
quences  of  his  decrees,  can  be  no  juft  charge  againft 
the  prophet,  or  imputation  on  his  veracity. 

J  know  it  will  be  oppofed  to  me,  that  there  is  an 
impoffibility  for  the  word  of  God  in  any  refped  to 
change  :  what  he  fays  muft  come  to  pafs,  and  exadly 
at  the  time  appointed.  Certainly  the  truth  of  his 
word  ought  in  no  wife  to  be  queftioned,  efpecially 
when  undoubted  fads  are  produced  of  its  authenti¬ 
city  ;  but  that  he  has,  and  does  ftill  alter  the  time  of 
his.  promife,  and  change  materially  the  firft  defign  of 
hft  \%ord,  the  testimony  of  fcripture  will  fufficiently 
prove  for  the  paft,  that  of  every  fpiritual  man  for 


the  p  re  lent. 

Thofe  changes,  however,  are 
when  his  word  is  rejected,  his  S 


never  made  except 
pirit  blafphemed  as 
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falfe,  and  himfelf  ihfulted  in  the  perfon  of  his  mei- 
fenger  :  then,  and  not  until  then,  is  his  divine  word 
changed,  the  promifed  time  for  and  how  to  fulfil  it 
is  altered  by  advancing  or  protracting,  as  he  pleafes  to 
lay  it  for  ftumbling-blocks,  that  when  his  enemies 
fall  on  them  in  the  hour  of  darknefs,  they  may  be 
delivered  over,  like  Jerufalem  that  was  to  be  level¬ 
led  with  the  ground,  and  like  the  unbelieving  Jews 
that  were  to  be  deftroyed  by  famine  and  war. 


A  COPY  OF  A  LETTER  SENT 

TO  THE  KING  OF  GREAT-BRITAIN. 

Commanded  by  the  Lord  God,  whofe  fervant  I 
am,  I  write  and  inform  the  King,  that  the  tnunder 
of  the  4th  of  this  prefen t  month  called  June,  was 
the  voice  of  the  angel,  mentioned  by  St.  John  in  the 
14th  chapter  and  6th  verfe  of  the  Revelation,  an¬ 
nouncing  the  judgment  of  Goa. 

Ver,  6.  “  And  I  faw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midft 
of  Heaven,  having  the  Everlafting  Goipel  to  preach 
to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  na¬ 
tion,  and  tongue,  and  kindred,  and  people. 

Ver.  7.  “  Saying  with  a  loud  voice  (meaning  the 
thunder )  Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him,  lor  the 
hour  (meaning  the  year )  of  his  judgment  is  come  : 
and  worfhip  him  that  made  heaven  and  earth,  and 
the  fea,  and  the  fountains  of  waters." 
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For  which  I  earneftly  recommend  it  to  the  King, 
Mr.  Pitt,  and  the  Chancellor,  to  fend  for  John 
Wright  and  William  Bryan,  the  two  particular  wit - 
neiies  of  the  many  which  God  has  commanded  and 
compelled  to  teidify  of  me  ;  they  will  ftill  declare 
me  to  be  the  real  Character  promifed  in  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  for  the  reftoration  of  the  Jews  in  the  laid 
days,  and  that  all  I  have  and  do  write  is  immediately 
from  Goo  himfelf. 

As  fuch,  I  earneftly  requeft  the  King  to  ferioufly 
confider,  whether  God  can  m  juftice  to  his  foie  run 
word,  and  the  dignity  of  the  character  he  has  com- 
manded  me  to  aflume,  pals  over  my  confinement 
with  impunity  to  any  concerned  in  it. 

The  letter  I  wrote  to  the  Chancellor  on  the  26th 
of  laid  month,  and  the  one  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Pitt  on 
the  5th  of  this,  I  requeft  the  King  to  read  alfo  for 
his  farther  information.

Be  pleafed  to  obferve,  O  King  !  thy  Government, 
thy  Parliament,  and  People  ;  that  the  lafl  half  hour 
or  fix  months — mentioned  by  St.  John  in  tne  8th 
chap,  of  the  Revelation,  after  opening  the  Seventh 
Seal,  expires  by  the  20th  of  April,  when  the  remain¬ 
ing  judgements  in  the  8th  and  9th  Chapters  will  be 
announced  from  heaven  in  loud  thunder,  and  fhortly 
after  be^un  to  be  fulfilled :  one  of  which  will  be,  be- 
fides  an  earthquake,  the  fun  being  turned  into  daik- 
nefs,  and  the  moon  into  the  colour  of  blood.  It  is  the 
time  and  day  alluded  to  by  Malachi,  Chriftinthegofpel, 
St.  Peter  in  the  3d  chapter  of  his  fecond  Epifue, 
and  St.John  in  the  19th  chapter  of  the  Revelation.  I 
cannot  infure,  although  I  wifh  from  my  heait,  that 
your  Majefty  may  live  to  rejoice,  and  be  one  oi  tne 
firft  in  your  empire  to  congratulate  the  Defcenuant  of 
David  on  his  revelation  and  preientment  to  univeiial 
Dominion  by  God  himfelf;  becaufe  I  i'uffer  in  my 
perfon,  in  lieu  of  all  my  people,  to  fulfil  the  Scrip¬ 
ture,  the  fevere  oppreffion  of  unjuft  confinement. 

When  interrogated  in  your  Majefty’s  Council-room, 
on  the  5th  of  March  laft  year,  your  Chancelloi, 
though  violently  prejudiced  againft  me  before  I  came 
there,  was  very  foon  after  changed,  from  a  convic¬ 
tion  that  would  refiedt  unceafing— eternal  honour  on 
him,  had  he  not  fince  imprudently  faid,  the  Spirit  of 
God  in  me  was  the  fpirit  of  lunacy.  At  the  pie- 
ceding  time  his  condud,  language  and  looks,  were 
mild,  polite  and  honouiable.  1  fpoke  of  him  after¬ 
wards  with  pleafure,  and  fet  my  heart  on  obtain-

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ing  for  him  from  God,  after  my  manifeftation,  the 
bleffing  and  the  happinefs  of  a  parent.  Elifha 
obtained  a  fimilar  favour  for  a  woman  that  had 
treated  him  with  kindnefs  : 

A  FAR  GREATER  THAN  ELISHA  IS  HERE. 

In  the  Chancellor's  name  I  have  been  treated  with 
great  infolence  of  language  and  brutality  of  beha¬ 
viour  ;  to  fuch  an  extravagant  length  the  authority  of 
his  name  has  been  carried,  as  to  prohibit  a  tradefman 
from  meafuring  me  for  a  coat,  or  a  fhoemaker  for  a 
pair  of  fhoes.  On  the  29th  of  Odtober  laft  year, 
the  very  hour  and  inftant  the  King  was  attacked  for 
his  life  going  to  the  Parliament,  I  was  grofsly  inful- 
ted  for  daring  to  complain  publicly  of  this — no  other 
indeed  than  a  private  prifon,  although  the  phylician 
but  a  little  time  before,  had  the  honefty  to  confefs  my 
trial  for  lunacy  was  a  very  unjuft  one.  This  man,  be- 
caufe  he  is  poor,  and  has  a  wife  and  child,  I  freely 
forgive  for  every  fault  he  has  committed  againft 
me. 

Mr.  Pitt  i  When  I  bowed  to  you  in  the  Council- 
room  laft  year,  it  was  done  to  treat  you  with  that 
refpedt  due  always  to  a  Prime  Minifter  ;  in  return  you 
frowned  on  me  with  a  dark  look  of  contempt  :  foon 
after  your  countenance  changed,  and  you  fpoke  with 
complaifance.  The  anfwer  I  gave  you  then— in  reply 
to  a  thing  feemingly  impofli ble  to  you— I  now  repeat :  all 
whom  I  reject  can  have  no  inheritance  among  the  righteous  : 
it  You,  your  name  can  never  be  wrote  among:  the  living

in  my  book.  I  am  the  G  uardian  of  your  life  and  for¬ 
tune  :  read  the  Revelation  of  St.  John  attentively. 
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and  be  inftrufted  who  I  am,  for  my  name  is  written 
there:  and  endeavour  to  recover,  before  it  is  too  late. 
There  is  a  limited  time  allowed  for  the  Power  of 
Darknefs  to  work  ;  that  expired,  all  things  on  earth 
will  be  fubdued  to  come  under  me.  If  the  Go¬ 
vernment  chufe,  I  will  counfel  them  what  meafures 
are  moft  neceflary  to  adopt,  or  the  Parliament  what 
meafures  are  neceflary  to  purfue.  This  is  not  meant 
as  any  imputation  on  your  forelight  or  wifdom, 
which  is  very  great  among  men ;  mine,  though 
contemptible  at  prefent,  is  the  free  gift  of  God. 


Solomon  king  of  Ifrael  was  not  fuperior  to  another 
man  until  God  inftrucfted  him,  when  he  became  the 
wife  ft  prince  that  ever  was  on  earth.  I  am  inftrufted 
from  the  fame  fource  •  and  although  a  coir  million 
of  lunacy  was  iftued  to  try  me,  I  am  far  your  fu¬ 
perior  in  underftanding  at  all  times. 

The  Scriptures  fufficiently  teftify  of  the  reftoration 


of  the  Jews,  their  collefrion  at  Jerufalem  in  the  lat¬ 
ter  days,  and  afterwards  their  being  governed  by  a 
temporal  Prince  the  Defendant  of  David.  I  am 
that  man.  Is  not  the  fulfilment  of  the  deftrudtion  of 
the  Stadh  older  ft np  of  floiland  any  evidence  ?  for  cer¬ 
tainly  he  nor  you  did  not  Know  it  in  1792,  or  at  the 
beginning  of  1794,  or  he  never  would  have  engaged 
in  a  war  that  was  to  produce  it.  Is  not  the  King 
of  Pruflia  acknowledging  the  French  Republic,  and 
making  peace  with  it,  cjuite  contrary  to  your  expec¬ 
tation  and  his  own  foiemn  engagements,  any  evidence 
that  what  I  wrote  origi  nated  from  God,  who  only  knows 
all  future  things  ?  the  King  of  Spain  has,  likewife. 
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agreeable  to  what  was  forefeen  by  divine  Providence, 
receded  contrary  to  his  firft  intention  and  your  expec¬ 
tation.  The  three  years  and  an  half  are  expired 
when  hoftilities  were  to  ceafe  between  Germany  and 
Prance  :  contrary  to  all  folemn  promifes  and  eager  ex¬ 
pectations,  they  are.  Many  witneffes— but  they  are 
poor  like  the  Apoftles  of  Thrift,  teftify  of  me,  be- 
fides  thefe  uncontradiCtory  evidences  of  divine  proof. 
Certainly  fuch  aftoniftiing  recommendations  did  not. 
deferve  a  commiffion  of  lunacy  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  England,  and  the  condemnation  of  perpetual  con¬ 
finement  in  a  mad  houfe.- — God  will  deliver  me  ;  but 
alas  !  its  confequences— - -

Permitted  now,  and  not  until  now,  by  the  Lord 
my  God,  whofe  fervant  I  am,  whofe  blefted  Spirit  I 
acknowledge,  and  whole  revelation  I  believe,  whom  I 
profefs  to  honour  and  obey,  though  ridiculed  and  con- 
ftantly  infulted  for  it,  to  fend  you  the  following  in¬ 
formation,  that,  as  an  honeft  man,  and  now  your 
friend,  I  may  ftand  acquitted  to  the  world  when  the 
approaching  cloudy  and  darK  day  is  come  .  therefore, 
endeavour,  I  befeech  you,  before  it  is  entirely  too 
late,  to  embrace  all  the  advantage  fuch  fuperior  in¬ 
formation  freely  offers,  and  which  alone  fuch  fuperior 

information  can  only  give. 

The  very  loud  thunder  that  was  heard  on  thurf- 
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day  night  the  13th  inft.  was  the  voice  of  the  angel 
mentioned  in  the  10th  chapter  of  the  Revelation  to 
St.  John,  announcing  from  heaven  the  End  *  of  time. 

Verfes  5.  and  6.  “  And  the  angel  which  I  faw 
ftand  upon  the  fea  and  upon  the  earth,  lifted  his  hand 
up  to  heaven,  and  fware  by  him  that  lives  for  ever 
and  ever,  who  created  heaven  and  the  things  therein, 
and  the  earth,  and  the  things  that  are  therein,  and 
the  fea,  and  the  things  which  are  therein,  that  there 
fhould  be  time  no  longer.

neftly  recommend  to  your  ierious  perufah 

The  violent  flafhes  of  lightning  which  iflued  during 
the  thunder,  fometimes  clear  and  bright  as  the  fan,  at 
others  refembling  the  colours  of  the  rainbow,  and 
again  at  other  times  fiery  like  the  burning  flame,  pro-

“  voice,  as  when  a  lion  roareth ;  and  when  he  had 
€(  cried  feven  thunders  uttered  their  voices.”

«  CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  EXCHEQUER  TO  THE  KING 
OF  ENGLAND. 

Not  with  handing  all  the  infults  I  have  received,  all 
the  induftry  that  has  been  uied  to  affix  the  imputation 
of  lunacy  on  me,  and  to  render  void  the  revealed  word 
of  God,  I  fend  you  the  following  information,  that 
you  may  ferioufly  weigh  it  in  your  mind  :  confult  the 
enlightened,  and  meditate  on  the  parts  of  Scripture  I 
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refer  to :  for  as  I  am  the  very  intended  character  I  pro- 
felled  in  the  Council-room  on  the  fifth  of  march  laft, 
and  as  I  have  acknowledged  you,  with  feveral  other 
perfons  in  this  country,  to  be  of  the  Hebrews,  my 
wifhes  are,  that  when  I  am  revealed, you,  as  a  branch  of 
my  family,  may  perceive  before  too  late,  and  with  them 
rife  in  the  fplendour  of  my  renown. 

In  this  year  of  our  Lord  Chrift,  1795,  according  to 
the  twelfth  chapter  of  Daniel,  will  be  revealed  the 
long  promifed  Prince  of  the  Jews,  who  from  the  great 
power  he  will  receive  from  Almighty  God,  will  do 
fuch  beneficent  afts  of  grace,  as  will  make  him  no  lefs 
the  aftonifhment  than  admiration  of  the  world  :  he 
will  be  the  greateft  character,  as  a  man,  that  ever  was 
or  ever  will  be  on  earth  ;  it  is  this  perfon  that  King 
David,  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  de- 

0 

fcribes  fo  minutely  and  extols  fo  much  in  his  laft 
prayer,  the  feventy-fecond  pfalm. 

And  well  an  aged  monarch,  looking  into  the  womb 
of  future  ages  to  fee  his  own  revival,  may  be  allowed 
to  fpeak  feelingly,  in  knowing  that  God  would,  though 
long  the  interval,  give  him  a  fon  that  fhould  not  only 
raife  up  his  fallen  throne,  build  with  unexampled  gran¬ 
deur  the  beloved  city,  and  deliver  his  opprefled  people 
for  ever,  but  alfo  have  dominion  from  fea  to  fea,  and 
from  the  river  Jordan  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

Genefis  49th  chapter,  ver.  8.  “  Judah  thou  art  he 
whom  thy  brethren  fhail  praife  ;  thy  hand  (hall  be  in 
the  neck  of  thine  enemies  :  thy  father's  children 
fhail  bow  down  before  thee. 

Ver.  9.  Judah  is  a  lion’s  whelp  :  from  the  prey 
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thou  art  gone  up  :  he  flooped  down,  he  couched  as 
a  lion,  and  as  an  old  lion  ;  who  fhall  roufe  him  up  ? 

Ver.  10.  The  fceptre  fhall  not  depart  from  Judah, 
nor  a  lawgiver  from  between  his  feet,  until  Shiloh 
come,  and  unto  him  fhall  the  gathering  of  the 
%  people  be.” 

The  Shiloh  does  not  mean  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift, 
who  was  God  ;  for  the  Jews  wTere  never  gathered  to 
him  :  but  on  the  contrary  they  denied  and*  put  him 
to  death.  But  it  means  that  great  temporal  Prince 
whom  the  Apoftles  to  the  very  laft  hour  expedled  to 
be  their  vifibie  mailer,  who  they  well  knew  was  to 
reftore  the  fceptre  and  the  monarchical  government  of 
the  Jews ;  for  they  exprefsly  alk  him,  Adis  L  6th  ver. 

If  He  then  will  reftore  the  kingdom  of  Ifrael.” 

This  Shiloh  then  mentioned  by  Jacob,  means  the 
Reftorer  and  King  of  the  Jews  in  the  latter  days. 
For  it  is  he,  under  divine  power,  that  reftores  them 
from  all  nations ;  to  him  they  are  to  be  gathered,  and 
him  they  are  to  acknowledge  for  their  Prince  and  So- 
\re  reign. 

Ver.  12.  “  Plis  eyes  fhall  be  red  with  wine,  and 
his  teeth  white  with  milk”— meaning  that  his  land 
fhall  be  full  of  rich  vineyards  to  produce  wine, 
and  numerous  herds  of  cattle  to  produce  milk. 

Pialm  the  72.  “  Give  the  King  thy  judgements,  O 
“  God,  and  thy  righteoufnefs  to  the  King’s  fon. 

2.  “  Pie  ftiall  judge  thy  people  with  righteoufnefs, 
i(  and  thy  poor  with  judgement. 

7.  “  In  his  days  fhall  the  righteous  flourifli ;  and 
“  abundance  of  peace  fo  long  as  the  moon  endureth. 
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8.  “  He  fhall  have  dominion  alfo  from  fea  to  fea, 
“  and  from  the  river  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

9.  “  They  that  dwell  in  the  wildernefs  fhall  how 
<c  before  him  :  and  his  enemies  fhall  lick  the 
duft. 

10.  “  The  Kings  of  Tarfhifh  and  of  the  Ifles  fhall 
“  bring  prefents  :  the  Kings  of  Sheba  and  Seba  fhall 
<c  offer  gifts. 

11.  “  Yea,  all  kings  fhall  fall  down  before  him  :  all 
“  nations  fhall  ferve  him. 

15.  “  And  he  fhall  live,  and  to  him  fhall  be  given 
“  of  the  gold  of  Sheba  ;  prayer  alio  fhall  be  made  for 
“  him  continually,  and  daily  fhall  he  be  praifed. 

18.  “  Bleffed  be  the  Lord  God,  the  God  of  Ifrael, 
“  who  only  doth  wonderful  things/’ 

Read  diligently  the  whole  Pfalm  through,  but  no- 
tice  particularly  the  eighth  verfe  ;  then  recoiled  from 
the  accounts  of  fcripture,  that  Solomon’s  government 
at  no  period  of  his  reign  extended  beyond  the  boun¬ 
dary  line  of  his  father’s  conqueft  :  it  is  therefore  evi¬ 
dent  to  the  reafon  of  a  moment’s  reflection  that  feme 
other  temporal  defcendant  befides  him  mu  ft  be 
meant.  Commentators  however,  but  they  have  not 
the  Spirit  of  God,  affert  very  different,  feme  applying 
it  to  our  Lord,  others,  equally  in  contradiction,  to 
David’s  immediate  fucceffor. 

This  man,  the  defigned  reftorer  of  the  Jews,  though 
honoured  by  the  Almighty  more  than  any  ever  before 
with  the  teftimony  of regular  witnefles  to  corroborate  his 
own,  and  announce  him  to  the  world  the  real  character 
he  profeffed,  could  not  obtain  fufficient  belief  to  pro- 
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ted  his  perfon  from  confinement  until  the  firft  of  June 
laft,  the  confiderably  more  early  time  for  him  to  be 
revealed  than  the  records  of  the  fcripture  mentioned  : 
but  on  the  contrary,  fo  far  from  thinking  him  a  pro¬ 
phet,  or  even  a  man  under  any  divine  influence,  that 
he  was  arrefted  as  a  traitor,  and  in  three  weeks  after, 
without  admitting  the  neceffary  evidence  in  his  favour, 
furreptitioufly  condemned  as  a  lunatic. 

For  which  rejedion  of  divine  mercy  by  fuch  rafh 
inconfiderate  ufage,  the  great  benefit  that  all  nations 
and  fafety  that  all  governments  w'ould  derive  from  his 
revelation  at  that  early  period,  is  put  off*  to  a  later  by 
feveral  months,  that  the  recorded  judgements  of  God 
mentioned  in  his  fecond  book  of  Revealed  Knowledge, 
according  to  the  prophecies  of  Daniel,  Haggai  and  St. 
John,  may  take  their  regular  courfe  and  be  fulfilled. 

I  am  forry  the  members  of  government,  becaufe 
from  what  I  faw  of  that  part  compofing  the  privy- 
council,  their  perfonal  behaviour  being  polite  and  ho¬ 
norable,  fhould  be  prevailed  on  by  the  infinuations  of 
prejudiced  men  to  do  what  will  moft  affuredly  be  the 
means  of  provokingin  fury  the  judgement  of  defolation; 
for  it  muff;  be  allowed  as  a  point  confident  with  even 
human  juftice  to  fuppofe,  that  if  I  am  the  recorded 
meffenger  of  God,  and  the  defigned  character  I  fay, 
no  injury,  or  even  infult  offered  to  my  perfon  will 
be  permitted  by  him  to  pafs  away  entirely,  without  in¬ 
flicting  fome  very  feniible  punifhment  in  return.  I 
confefs  I  am  under  great  apprehenfions  for  the  con- 
fequences  that  will  refult,  and  for  which,  could  I  per- 
fuade  them  in  the  lead  to  believe,  I  would  moft  ear-

neftly  recommend  an  immediate  endeavour  to  remedy 
tiie  evil,  and  repair  tlie  fatal  breach  fo  unthinkingly 
made  :  for  without  my  counfel  and  friendfhip,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  the  way  to  obtain  either  is  not  by  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  imprifonment  and  infult,  death  will  take  place 
on  thoufands ;  London  falls,  and  the  Britiih  empire 
finks,  never — never  to  rife  any  more. 

The  following  are  the  parts  of  the  Revelation  I  am 

commanded  to  mention  to  be  fulfilled  this  year, 

* 

comprehending  from  June  1795  to  June  1796, 
figuratively  exprefied  by  St.  John  under  the  denomi¬ 
nation  of  Hour :  the  other  parts  announced  already, 
are  too  numerous  to  be  inferted. 

The  year  of  judgement  was  announced  from  heaven 
in  loud  thunder  on  the  fourth  of  June  laid,  according 
to  the  fixth  and  feventh  verfes  of  the  fourteenth 
chapter.  On  the  fifth,  the  fall  of  Babylon,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  eighth  verfe  :  and  on  the  fixth ,  a  prohibi¬ 
tion  of  idolatrous  worfhip,  with  the  punifhment  of 
perpetual  burning  for  difobedience,  according  to  the 
ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  verfes.  On  the  twelfth  of 
auguft,  the  fourth  angel  was  announced  for  pouring 
out  of  his  vial  on  the  fun,  giving  him  power  to  fcorch 
men  with  fire  ;  and  on  the  thirteenth ,  the  fifth  angel 
for  pouring  out  his  vial,  according  to  the  fixteenth 
chapter.  On  the  fifteenth  of  oftober  was  announc¬ 
ed  the  revival  and  departure  of  the  two  witneffes  of 
Chrift,  according  to  the  eleventh,  twelfth  and  thir¬ 
teenth  verfes  of  the  eleventh  chapter.  The  fixth  and 
feventh  feals ,  mentioned  by  St.  John  in  the  fixth  and 
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eight  chapters,  are  opened,  and  in  this  year  the  con- 
fequences  annexed  to  the  former  will  be  feelingly 
known, 

I  wifh  you  well,  and  be  allured  it  would  grieve  me 
to  fee  either  a  hair  of  your  head  hurt,  or  a  fhilling  of 
your  fortune  loft ;  but  if  you  are  determined  to  oppofe 
belief  by  fandtioning  the  injuftice  of  my  confinement, 
the  judgement  of  an  offended  Creator  will  fall  from 
heaven  with  double  weight,  I  give  the  warning,  and 
am  therefore  clear  j  though  I  know,  notwithftanding, 
that  God  permits  an  impropriety  of  treatment  to  me 
but  it  is  that  I  may  be  cured  of  my  prediliftion  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  this  place,  and  likewife  of  all  compaffionate 
motives  to  hereafter  befriend  a  falling  people. 

The  odium  of  infinity,  falfehood  and  im- 
pofture,  fo  induftrioufly  affirmed  of  me  now, 

.  affedls  my  feelings  much  lefs  than  the  juft  reproaches 
of  pufillanimity  would  from  you  and  many  others 
hereafter,  if  I  did  not  do  my  duty,  as  well  by  inform¬ 
ing  you  of  the  approaching  danger,  as  alfo  by  proper 
advice  to  avert  it  :  therefore  again,  while  I  am  at  li¬ 
berty  to  do  fo,  I  freely  offer  you  my  counfel ;  for  with¬ 
out  it  is  implicitly  followed,  no  mortal  man  that  has 
blafphemed  God  by  raffing  his  hand,  power  or  voice 
again  ft  me,  under  the  name  and  charadler  of  his 
anointed,  can  furvive  the  fhort  time  of  twelve  months 
from  the  fourth  of  June  laft,  the  memorable  day  of 
declaring  this  year  to  be  the  hour  of  judgement.  Within 
that  period  you  fall ;  and  within  that  period  this  great 
city,  now  the  glory  of  the  world,  like  Babylon  of  old. 
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will,  in  part,  be  dallied  to  a  heap  of  rubbifh  by  an 
earthquake. 

When  I  confider  of  yourfelf  and  the  chancellor, 
with  the  other  members  of  government,  I  obferved 
in  your  council  liberality  and  politenefs  :  when  I  re- 
fled  on  the  abilities  of  the  whole  collectively,  but  on 
your  own  in  particular,  that  can  fway  with  a  pro- 
fufion  of  eloquence  a  great  national  fenate,  I  am  ex¬ 
ceedingly  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  the  prefent  abfence  of 
a  minifter  fo  publicly  favoured,  and  fo  rarely  accom- 
plilhed  by  nature.  Certainly  the  d.vine  Being  took 
you  by  the  hand  at  an  early  age,  and  rapidly  led  you 
high  up  to  an  eminence  of  power,  that,  with  refpeCt- 
ing  him,  might  be  made  a  continual  fource  of  honour 
and  happinefs :  you  are  of  the  Hebrews,  and  there¬ 
fore  the  partiality  of  family  diftinCtion,  efpecially  at 
this  time  of  the  world,  is  the  lefs  to  be  wondered  at : 
but  I  had  no  fooner  warned  you  of  evils  in  his  name, 
which,  by  doing  fo,  plainly  indicated  his  intention  not 
to  fulfil,  than  you,  forgetting  the  neceflity  of  being  al¬ 
ways  fupported  by  your  father’s  benefaCtor,  grew 
angry,  and  countenanced  the  imprifOnment  of  his  fer- 
vant. —  He  is  now  difpleafed  in  confequence  of  it. 

I  do  allure  you,  and  be  it  known  to  the  whole 
world,  that  I  never  wanted  any  power,  favour  or 
diftinCtion,  no  more  than  I  wanted  to  difturb  the  go¬ 
vernment,  or  injure  any  individual  :  my  character 
and  conduCt  are  unimpeachable,  they  ftand  approved 
and  admired  to  verify  all  this  :  therefore,  undoubted¬ 
ly,  I  neither  could  be  then  at  liberty,  nor  am  I  now 
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in  confinement,  an  objeft.  of  treafon,  fufpicion,  or 
even  fear.  To  fliew  the  rectitude  of  my  heart  by 
the  propriety  and  independence  of  my  aftions,  I  de  - 
dined  the  acceptance  of  all  invitations  abroad  to 
company,  with  as  much  fcrupulous  exaftnefs,  as  I  did 
many  generous  offers  of  pecuniary  aid  at  home.  To 
he  juftified  for  obedience  in  the  fight  of  God,  I  wrote 
all  that  he  delivered  to  me  with  candour,  and  treated 
all  people  that  faw  me  with  civility :  I  was  then  but  a 
witnessed  SERVANT,  and  very  weak  in  power, 
though  spiritual  ;  X  fhall  foon  be  A  revealed 
Prince,  and  very  strong  in  power,  though  tem¬ 
poral. 

Although  I  make  no  apology  for  the  word  of  God, 
in  any  fenfe  or  refpedt,  it  is  not,  however,  improper 
to  remove  a  mifconception  entertained  of  its  mean¬ 
ing  ;  for  the  wifh  is  to  fave,  not  to  deftroy.  Some 
things,  in  my  fecond  book,  may  feel  harfh,  and  even 
perfonally  difrefpedtful ;  but  they  carry  no  more  in 
reality  fuch  meaning  or  intention,  than  the  meffage  of 
God,  by  Xfaiah  the  prophet,  to  his  coufrn  the  pious 
and  worthy  king  Hezekiah.  “  Set  thyhoufe  in  or¬ 
der,  for  thou  mu  ft  die  and  not  live.”  Such  a  meffage, 
in  the  prefent  day,  would  he  called  abrupt,  infolent, 
infane  or  treafonable  ;  but  if  fuch  a  meffage  had  not 
been  fent,  and  fuch  an  inftance  of  divine  mercy  (hewn, 
for  the  latter  could  not  have  taken  place  without  the 
priority  of  the  former  ;  how  fhould  we  know  it  at  this 
time,  as  a  leffon  of  inftruftion  to  believe  and  admire 
the  mercy  of  Providence  by  ?  what  I  faid  of  Mr.  Ral¬ 
lied,  relative  to  his  being  governor  of  India,  or  pre- 
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fident  of  the  Board  of  Controul,  if  he  pleafed,  are 
Secondary  things  to  my  own  manifeftation :  they  would 
be  freely  offered  then  to  the  character  mentioned  in 
the  eleventh  verfe  of  the  feventy-fecond  pfalm ;  and 
by  none,  I  hope,  more  readily  than  yourfelf.  It  will 
be  as  eafy  for  me  to  obtain  either  or  both  of  thefc 
appointments,  when  revealed,  as  it  was  then  to  make 
the  promife,  which  I  now  repeat. 

I  have  now  done  my  duty  a  fecond  time,  in  laying 
before  you,  for  public  information,  the  judgements  of 
God,  as  they  ftand  recorded  in  facred  writ.  At  a  time 
when  I  did  not  even  think  of  fulfilling  fuch  a  character 
as  I  now  fhall,  I  took  an  occafion  to  applaud  your  juft 
opposition  in  parliament  to  the  immoral  tendency  of 
multiplying  oaths  ;  on  which  account  I  am  led  to 
wifh  the  fame  Share  of  good  fenfe  may  again  be  re¬ 
vived,  to  treat  this  and  my  other  writings  with  that 
deference  of  regard  due  to  their  witnefled  veracity 
and  divine  origin  :  for  indeed  they  are  not  from  me, 
but  GOD.  At  prefent,  I  am  no  more  than  his  paftive 
mefienger,  to  announce  the  fpeedy  restoration  of  his 
ancient  people,  and  the  fulfilment  of  what  has  been 
already  declared  by  his  fervants,  the  prophets:  when 
my  CHARACTER  is  ALTERED,  it  will  be  to  COMPEL, 
no  longer  to  warn  j  to  enforce,  not  to  remonftrate. 
GOD,  in  fending  me  as  his  meffenger,  provided  a 
Sufficient  number  of  witneftes  to  teftify  of  me,  that  in 
the  eye  of  your  law  I  might  be  protected,  and  that,  if 
you  believed,  he  might  Shew  mercy  accordingly  ;  but 
that  if  you  did  not,  he  might  be  juftified  to  all  his 
people  hereafter  for  the  confequences. 
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On  the  29th  of  feptember  laft  I  was  informed, 
that  under  the  chara&er  I  expreffed  myfelf  to  be  de¬ 
signed  for,  I  Should  not  go  from  this  houfe  of  confine¬ 
ment,  until  God  delivered  me  by  his  power  !  It  is 
mentioned  in  the  fcripture,  that  God  has  often  been 
tempted,  but  never  with  impunity  to  them  that  did 
it :  Rabfheka  made  ufe  of  Similar  language,  when  he 
had  Shut  up  a  king  of  Judah  within  the  narrow  walls 
of  his  city  ;  but  that  monarch,  like  myfelf,  trailed 
in  the  living  God  for  deliverance  :  he  was  not  deceiv¬ 
ed  :  the  confequence  was  dreadful.  I  leave  your  own 
good  fenfe  to  comprehend  the  application;  and,  at 
the  fame  time,  exprefs  my  belief  that  you  are  inno¬ 
cent  of  ordering  fuch  a  delivery  of  blafphemous  lan¬ 
guage  :  and  as  fuch, 

I  am  ftili  your  friend,

“  nefs  above  thy  fellows/' 

Ter.  9.  (€  King's  daughters  were  among  thy  ho- 
“  nourable  women :  upon  thy  right  hand  did  ftand 
<c  the  queen  in  a  robe  of  divers  colours  worked  in 
“  gold." 

Ver.  10.  “  Hearken,  O  daughter,  conlider,  and 
“  incline  thine  ear;  forget  thy  own  people,  and  thy 

“  father's  houfe." 

Ver.  11.  “  So  fhall  the  king  have  more  delight  in 
“  thy  beauty :  for  he  is  thy  Lord,  and  honour  thou 
“  him." 

Ver.  12.  “  And  the  daughter  of  Tyre  fhall  be  there 
“  with  a  gift, — (a  Turkifh  princefs  of  Conftantinople : 
Tyre  being  fubjefl:  to  the  Turks,  was  then  the  mart 
of  afiatic  commerce  in  thofe  parts,  as  the  other  is 
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now)  €r  even  like  the  rich  among  the  people,  to  en- 

treat  thy  favours. ” 

,  Ver.  13,  “  The  king's  daughter  is  all  glorious 
<*  within  ;  her  clothing  is  wrought  in  gold.” 

Ver.  16.  “  In  the  place  of  thy  fathers  thou  fhalt 
**  have  thy  children  to  be,  whom  thou  mayeft  make 
“  princes  over  all  the  earth.” 

Ver.  17.  “  I  will  make  thy  name  to  be  remember- 
“  ed  in  all  generations ;  therefore  the  people  fhall 
“  praife  thee  for  ever.” 

It  is  the  fame  of  this  prince  and  princefs  that  king 
Solomon  celebrated  with  fo  much  praife,  and  under 
fo  many  beautiful  fimilitudes  in  his  fine,  tho’  hitherto 
deemed  incomprehenfible,  Song.  And  it  is  likewife 
them  both  that  St.  John  fo  loftily  defcribes  under  the 
moft  exalted  metaphors,  in  the  12th  chapter  of  the 
Revelation. 

It  is  this  prince  that  David,  through  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  looking  into  the  womb  of  future  ages,  prays 
for  with  fo  much  anxiety  in  the  2 2d  pfalrn,  to  be  de¬ 
livered  from  the  power  of  the  dog,  and  from  the  hands 
of  wicked  men. 

The  2nd,  72nd,  89th  pfalms,  and  others,  repeat 
the  promiles  of  God  for  his  deliverance  and  exal¬ 
tation. 

I  have  now  fufficiently,  by  divine  command,  ex- 
plained  all  the  neceffary  prophecies  relative  to  my  1  elf, 
and  the  eminent  character  I  am  appointed  to  fulfil, 
as  well  as  the  prefent  time  of  the  world.  They  will 
remain  an  eternal  witnefs  between  God  and  all  future 
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ages  that  he  gave  the  prefent  multiplied  warnings 
of  his  approaching  judgements :  therefore  he  is  jufti- 
fied  as  a  Creator,  and  I  ftand  acquitted  as  a  feivant* 
Thy  blefling,  OLord  !  from  heaven  above,  fall  on  the 
righteous  !  In  the  time  of  pouring  out  thy  judgement, 
let  it  pafs  over  them,  that  they  may  live  to  praife  thy 
favour,  and  adorn  thy  kingdom  !  Remember  thy  oath 
and  covenant  to  David,  that  thou  wouldeft  deliver  me 
out  of  all  trouble.  Fulfil  them,  O  Lord  !  for  the 
men,  I  am  forced  with  forrow  to  call  mine  enemies, 
have  not  knowledge,  and  their  indignation  threatens 
my  deftrudtion. 

Therefore  I  befeech  thee  to  ftrike  :  fhake  the  foun¬ 
dations  of  the  earth  in  anger,  and  deliver  the  appoint¬ 
ed  Ruler  of  thy  people. 

I  again  re-authenticate  all  that  I  have  publifhed,  as 
given  diredtly  from  God,  and  myfelf  the  writer.  By 
his  facred  command,  Curfed  be  that  foul,  that  adds 
to,  or  takes  any  thing  from,  what  he  has  made  me  » 
publifh  in  his  name.  Here  conclude,  before  my 
Revelation,  all  the  warnings  of  God  to  the  world 
through  me,  and  I  recommend  the  tranflating  of  this 
book  into  all  languages,  for  the  information  and  bene¬ 
fit  of  all  nations.
